Concrete or board floors 
covered with building paper and with 
two or three inches ae peat moss or 
litter over the paper. Use a good 
brooder stove, regulated by a thermo- 
stat. Avoid drafts by using 12-inch high 
draft shield around the brooder. Allow 
one inch of feeder space per chick, and 
two waterers for each 100 chicks. Feed 
LINCOLN BRAND Pan-A-Min or Wayne 
Baby Chick Starter. Use a good disin- 
fectant for cleaning utensils and for dis- 
infecting the house.
